watched Mcrhitti that he should not be 
dying lit the end of his long fast, and 
hnve given them 1111 opportunity of de- 
termining by dissection the ftlVcts of 
fifty days' total abstinence from all solid 
food, it may I)'1 \vorth while to recall 
the fact that in other cases an c\en 
longer abstinence1 from food has been 
recorded, with abundant opportunity 
for examining thu condition of the un- 
fnrtunatc victim's interior. 


Tlie Hist case of the kind which, so 


far ai 1 know, is on record, is that of 
a patient of Dr. dime, a well-known 
physician of a generation or so ago. 
In August, 1795, a Yorkshireman of 
property applied to dime for assist- 
ance on account of an obstruction in 
his throat, which threatened soon to 
deprive him of the power of swallow- 
ing. 
When first seen by Currie, the 


patient had already lost the power of 
swallowing solids of nny kind, and the 
quantity of liquid matter lie was able 
to swallow was not sufficient for his 
nutrition. 
Ho was already consider- 


ably reduced. The operation of trach- 
otomy naturally suggested itself to Dr. 
Currie ns appropriate under these con- 
ditions. But on passing a bougie into 
thu patient's gullet it was found that, 
although there was an obstruction some 
two inches down, the real obstruction 
laid seven or eight inches deep—a hard 
tumor having formed in the passage 
whose bteady growth threatened to 
close it wholly. 


On October 17 the obstruction rather 


suddenly increased, insomuch 
that 


from that day the patient could not 
swallow moro than seven or eight 
spoonfuls of broth. Even that quantity 
diminished until, on October 80, the 
passage was wholly closed, and from 
that day the patient took no more food 
of any sort. Bathing, in milk and 
Water and other external applications 
6} food can hardly bo supposed to have 
tiad much ulimcntative value, so thai 
the subsequent progress of the en 
forced fast may reasonably bo com 
pared with the cases of Succi, Merlatti, 
Tanner and the rest ol the freely-fast- 
ing fraternity.

days of almost total abstinence from

him the most delightful sensations), 
our patient hail no relft'f from either 
hunger or thirst.

Considering only the re- 
istance opposed by simple vitality to 
lie effects of abstinence from food, we 
iave nothing to learn from fasts of 
orty days or fifty jrtays, or even from 
asts, if ever such should be undertaken, 
or sixty days, or longer.
